WASHINGTON, Deo, bi—In the senate Lo-
day Mr. Chandler introduced bills applyiug
the customss and internal revenue laws of the
Unlted to the Elands of Cuba and
Parto Rivo er January 1, 1000, Goods be-
tween the islands and the Unlted States are
to be exchangoed as between the states.

A concurrent regolution adeopted by the
leglslature of Michigan wns presented by
Mr. MeMillan, The resolution protested
agninst the policy of the HRussian govern-
ment toward Finlund and was referred to
the committes on forelgn relations. It ex-
pressed “profound and heartfelt sympathy
